Liabilities were $450,000 which consists of long-term debt to 
the New Hampshire Municipal Bond Bank for money borrowed to 
build and equip the Materials Recovery Facility. This isa 
ten year bond with the final payment due in August 2001.

Our Materials Recovery Facility processed 2,931.85 tons of 
recyclables for the period January 1, 1995 through December 
31, 1995 representing $152,318.93 of marketing income for the 


District. Materials were marketed for the District by FERCO 
Recycling, Inc. of Berlin. 


During the period November 1, 1994 through October 31, 1995, 
the fiscal accounting year for municipal solid waste (MSW), 
7235.59 tons of MSW were disposed of in District approved 

landfills which represents a 600 ton drop over the previous 
fiscal accounting year for MSW. The cost of disposing of this 
waste at a commercial facility other than Mt. Carberry would 
have been $419,664.22. The District recycling rate, which 
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includes composting, for this same period was 41.15% 


In April 1995, Raymond Chagnon of Berlin was re-elected as 
District Chairman. John Normand of Northumberland was re- 
elected Vice Chairman and Earl Wadsworth of Dummer was elected 
Secretary/Treasurer. Other District Representatives are Clara 
Grover of Errol, Pamela Shyne of Milan, Yves Zornio of Gorham, 
David Tomlinson of Randolph, Joanna Fyon of Jefferson, Diane 
Vinyard of Stark and Frederick King of Coos County. 


In May 1995, the District organized a "pilot" SMOW (Sorted 
Mixed Office Waste) collection program. The program was later 
modified to a one year (9/1/95 through 9/1/96 SMOW redemption 
program for schools and non-profit organizations. 


In June 1995, the District conducted its fourth annual 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day which was held at the 
Gorham Town Garage. 253 Households participated in the 
collection, a 47% increase over the previous year. The 
project was funded through a charge of 50 cents per capita for 
the population of each member municipality based on the 1990 
federal census population count. The State of New Hampshire 
reimbursed the District at the rate of 25 cents per capita 
after the collection was completed. 


In September 1995, the District conducted the "Earth Machine" 
backyard composter program. 258 units were ordered and 
distributed. 


During 1995, the Administrator/Coordinator charged 1,431.25 
hours of work completed to the District, 1,351 pieces of 
incoming correspondence and 1,302 pieces of outgoing 
correspondence were processed. 1,713 telephone calls were 
received or made and 31,037 copies were reproduced on the 
office copier. 219 meetings on numerous subjects and issues 
were attended.

449-2001 


This year brought on a number of new EMTs to M&D Ambulance. 
In the fall/winter of 94-95, Milan & Dummer Ambulance 
sponsored a basic EMT course that was held at the West Milan 
Town Hall. The classes were held twice a week and some 
Saturdays. After much dedication, practice and studying M&D 
was fortunate to add 6 more EMTs to the squad. They are 
Alison Findsen, Mike Fortier, Rob Glover, Andrew Mullins, Dan 
Malone and Elmer Lang went from a First Responder to an EMT. 
These EMTs as well as the veteran members put a lot of time 
and dedication into the squad. There is always the continuing 
-ed (48 hrs. needed to recertify), the recertification and 
testing. Although volunteers, these EMTs are held to the same 
standards of professionalism as someone who may do it for a 
living. I can say that the communities can be proud of the 
squad of the M&D Ambulance. 


The squad also had to deal with a few tragic fatalities during 
the year. The state Crisis Intervention Team was called in to 
help ambulance attendants and firefighters deal with the 
double fatality in Dummer last June. The Team, which is com- 
prised to firefighters, EMTs and nurses from throughout the 
state, came north at a moments notice to help others in the 
same field deal with such a tragedy. Their help and under- 
standing helped to make our squad stronger and better able to 
deal with such circumstances. 


We have purchased a Monitor which can monitor vital signs as 
well as oxygen saturation in the system. This will be a big 
help to squad members.

The Androscoggin Valley Mental Health & Developmental Services 
Advisory Council respectfully requests that the Town of Dummer 
continue its support of this agency through an appropriation in the 
amount of $325.00 at the 1996 Town Meeting. This amount represents a 
$1.00 per capita contribution based on figures from the most recent 
New Hampshire population listing. These funds will be used 
exclusively for the support of outpatient services provided through 
Androscoggin Valley Mental Health Center. 


Over the past 30 years this agency has provided mental health 
services to hundreds of people living, working, raising families and 
going to school in the Androsccggin Valley area. Outpatient mental 
health services are not funded by state or federal dollars. They are 
expected to support themselves through client fees, third-party 
insurance payments, and through local support such as contributions 
from towns, cities and the United Way. In order to make these 
services affordable to all persons in need of them, fees are adjusted 
according to the recipient's ability to pay. Your present and past 
appropriations have enabled us to follow this practice and your 
support this year will assure its continuance. We see these services 
as the backbone of our community's mental health efforts and as 
essential in the prevention of more serious emotional, social and 
community problems. 


I fully appreciate the financial pressures on local governments 
at this time. Many of the conditions responsible for these pressures 
have also resulted in a significant increase in persons seeking our 
services. We need your ongoing assistance to continue to provide your 
citizens with the care they are seeking. Please advise me as to what, 
if any, additional steps I need to take to insure that this item 
appears in the warrant.

NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 1995 REPORT 


This last year has been a year of great growth for the 
Council. The high point of the year came with North Country 
Council's move to the new regional resource center on November 
1. .The center will provide expanded information, data and 
resources. It will bring together under one roof, public 
technical assistance providers, businesses and non-profits for 
regional advocacy and partnership. The new center, located at 
the Rocks Estate in Bethlehem, offers conference facilities, 
electronic network connections and technical assistance. 


It has also been a very productive year for the regional 
transportation planning program. We have undertaken a scenic 
byway project in the Connecticut River Valley involving 13 
towns, and will in the near future expand this effort to the 
remaining 38 towns in the region. We have also completed a 
list of projects to be included the state ten-year highway 
plan. We have completed the North Country program for 
transportation enhancement funding and have been active in 
transportation projects at the local and regional level. 


We have had a successful public works development program this 
year. Littleton's industrial development project and Conway's 
sewer project are underway. We have started the work to fund 
a sewer expansion project in Haverhill and a water development 
project in Berlin. The total of these 4 projects exceeds $6.5 
million. In addition, we have provided detailed engineering 
assistance and leadership on 16 additional projects across the 
region, totaling $LO million. 


The Council hosted the third annual Ingenuity Fair which 
exhibited the manufacturing and business creativity of the 
North Country to 10,000 visitors. We also conducted our 
fourth annual business survey of the 3000+ businesses in the 
region. We have been working on the development of a regional 
commercial kitchen with the town of Lancaster and the state 
Rural Development Council. We also have updated the NCC 
industrial marketing video with support and assistance from 
DRED and Fleet Bank. 
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The Council continues to be actively involved in telecommuni- 
cations, from a legislative and coordinative role. In addi- 
tion, we have been participating in a variety of statewide 
forums to make sure our telecommunication needs as a region 
are being heard. 


Recognizing that adequate and affordable health care is an 
essential component of the region's economic infrastructure, 
the Council is committed to supporting and facilitating 
regional efforts to improve the coordination and delivery of 
health care services. Our involvement has been prompted by 
our work with CHOICE, Inc., a non-profit education and cost 
containment organization that is affiliated with the NHMA. In 
that same period of time, we've been meeting with local health 
care providers to get their views on the region's health care 
practices, problems, and potential solutions. 


On the solid waste front, the Council is providing solid waste 
technical assistance to all member towns on solid waste and 
recycling issues. 


We have continued our commitment to community planning assist- 
ance. We have provided 4 training sessions in the region for 
local planning boards. We have also provided project assist- 
ance to 17 towns on local land use, planning and design issues 
and have worked with virtually every town in the region to 
answer short-term planning questions. 


North Country Council is participating in a national demon- 
stration highway planning corridor project with three other 
regional planning commissions along Route 16 under the 
auspices of the NH DOT. Our segment of this project involves 
approximately 90 miles of Route 16 beginning at the southern 
end of the Mt. Washington Valley and ending in Wentworth 
Location. The project involves an intensive land use and 
transportation assessment and will be both GIS and data base 
formatted. The public participation process has been designed 
to involve all the communities along the corridor to develop 
innovative use and traffic management recommendations. 
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This coming year promises to build on the progress of 1995. 
We will see the growth and development of the regional center, 
the establishment of a business resource library and a 
community design center in cooperation with several major 
universities. On behalf of the Board of Directors of NCC, we 
thank you for your involvement in the Council and we look 
forward to serving you in 1996.

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REPORT TO THE CITIZENS OF 
COUNCIL DISTRICT ONE 


As Executive Councilor for District One, it is a privilege for 
me to communicate with the citizens of this town and area 
which are a part of District One of 98 towns and four cities. 


The five member Executive Council is at the top of your 
Executive Branch of Government. The NH House and Senate make 
laws and pass into law a budget. It is then the constitu- 
tional and lawful duty of the governor and Council to carry 
out those laws and budget. The entire Judicial Branch of 
judges are all nominated by the Governor and confirmed by the 
Council. The Governor and Council also nominate and confirm 
267 Commissioners and Directors to terms of office in the 
various state executive branch departments. 


The Governor and Executive Council also are required by law to 
nominate and confirm dozens of citizens to various volunteer 
boards and commissions. If anyone is interested in serving, 
they should forward their resume directly to Governor Merrill 
or my office at the State House. A list of these boards and 
commissions may be obtained by calling my State House Office 
aLeZ ia soae, 


The year ahead will prove challenging in the area of town, 
county and state administration of the recently passed House 
Bill 32 which reallocates, reorganizes most of the Health and 
Human Services Department of NH State Government. It is ex- 
tremely important that local and county officials stay in 
close touch with their State Senators and State Representa- 
tives. I have asked Health & Human Services Commissioner 
Terry Morton to appoint at least 15-20 people from each county 
to act as advisers to this office as commission. If any of 
you are interested in serving, please call his office direct 
1-800-852-3345 ext. 4331 or send him a note at his office on 
Hazen Drive, Concord, NH 03301 expressisng your interest. 
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As of this writing, there is still about $270,000 waiting to 
be matched by local dollars in the Economic Development 
Matching Grant Program and $275,000 waiting to be matched in 
the Joint Tourist Promotional Program. Both of these programs 
can be accessed by calling 271-2411. 


Some 9 million dollars is waiting at the Office of State 
Planning (tel. no. 271-2155) in the Community Development 
Block Grant Program. A town, county, regional economic de- 
velopment council or other regional group is eligible to 
apply. 


The Governor's Advisory Commission on Intermodal Transpor- 
tation has submitted our recommendation to the Governor on 
various projects submitted to us by towns and regional 
planning commissions. It is now up to the Governor to submit 
his recommendations to the House and Senate by February 15, 
1996 and then it's up to those two bodies of state Government 
as to the final disposition of the plan. I don't look for 
much in the way of new highways, bridges and transportation 
projects due mainly to lack of money. Hopefully, we'll be 
able to keep in good repair the transportation system we've 
got. 


It is amazing the advice and technical assistance available in 
State Government to citizens, businesses and local municipal - 
ities. The Office of Industrial Development has a very at- 
ractive brochure listing technical, financial and cammunity 
resources available for the asking by calling 271-2411.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Milan-Dummer Regional School District. Article 3 of this 
year's warrant asks for your approval to join the Milan 
and Dummer school districts into a single regional school 
district. The school boards of both communities have 
studied this issue and recommend that it be done. The 
new school district will have representation from both 
communities on the school board and both communities 
would join at an annual school district meeting to vote on 
a budget and other issues. An analysis of the financing of 
the regional school] district shows that it will be more 
economical than continuing to have separate school 
districts. Our relationship with the Berlin School 
Department would be unchanged: our students in grades 7- 
12 would still attend Berlin schools. Please study the 
"Articles of Agreement" found in this Annual Report and 
participate in deciding this important issue regarding the 
future of public education in our communities. 


Cooperative School District Study with Berlin. Last year's 
Annual School District meeting had barely concluded when 
the Dummer School Board received a request from the 
Berlin School Board to join them in the study of the 
formation of a cooperative school district for our area. 
The last study, without Berlin, failed to receive the 
necessary approval in Dummer and Milan. A new study, 
with Berlin, may win approval in those communities but 
may face significant problems in Gorham, Randolph, and 
Shelburne because of the complexity of the issues and 
traditions which will be involved. Regardless of these 
problems, the educational, social, and economic needs of 
our area require that we investigate every alternative and 
be open to the possibility of improving our opportunities. 


Contracting for Transportation. Article 5 asks for your 
decision on contracting for all transportation. We 
presently have one bus of our own and another contract 
for transportion for the balance of our busing needs. If we 
contract for all of our transportation, we can save money 
and reduce our insurance liability. We would also avoid 
problems regarding the maintenance and replacement of 
our bus. 
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Deficit Appropriation. A\\ districts that tuition their 
children outside the district face a problem when students 
arrive in the community that have not been anticipated in 
the budget. This year the number of new students was 
greater than we could absorb in our budget. 


Budget. The unanticipated increase in the number of 
students that we experienced this year results in more 
students for next year. Therefore, the budget reflects an 
increase of $39,920.80 over which we have no control. 
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ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT 
between the school districts of 
MILAN AND DUMMER 


Quality public education is important to the communities 
Of Milan and Purmimer. Working together and using 
existing resources to create a cooperative school district, 
our communities can offer a greater variety of educational 
opportunities, a higher quality of program, and an 
increased cost-efrrectiveness. 


ARTICLE 1: COMPOSITION AND NAME 


The School Districts of Milan and Dummer shall be 
combined to form a cooperative school district which shall 
be named the Milan-Dummer Regional School District. 


ARTICLE 2: GRADE LEVELS 


The Milan-Dummer Regional School District shall be 
responsible tor grades kindergarten through twelve. 


ARTICLE 3: MAINTENANCE OF BERLIN AREA (7-12) 


The Milan-Dummer Regional School District assumes 
responsibility for the contractual relationships existing 
between the Milan School District and the Berlin School 
District and between the Dummer School District and the 
Berlin School District in the AREA agreements tor grades 7 
through 12. 


ARTICLE 4: SCHOOL. BOARD COMPOSITION 
The School Board of the Milan-Dummer Regional School 


District shall consist of five (5) members, to be elected at 
the organizational meeting in the following manner: 


Dummer 1 member term ending 2000 
Milan 1 member term ending 1998 
1 member term ending 1999 
2 members term ending 2000 


Members of the Milan-Dummer Regional School Board shall 
be elected by the voters of the pre-existing district that 
they represent and must be residents of the pre-existing 
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district. Voting will be by town/school district checklist. 
All members elected subsequent to the organizational 
meeting shall be elected to three (3) year terms at regular 
town/school district elections. 


Reapportionament of the School Board may be proposed at 
any time in accordance with NHRSA 195:22 and NHRSA

It is agreed that 
the value of the Milan Village School and equipment shall 
be determined by an appraisal conducted by the State 
Department of Education and the Division of Revenue 
Administration as required by RSA 195:9.

ARTICLE 8: OPERATING AND CAPITAL EXPENSES 


The operating and capital expenses of the Milan-Durnrmner 
Regional School District payable in each fiscal year shall be 
charged to the pre-existing school districts. For grades K 
-12, that charge shall be in the proportion that the 
average daily membership of pupils in residence (ADMR) in 
each pre-existing school district bears to the total average 
daily membership of pupils in residence (ADMR) for the 
Milan-Dummer Regional School District. For the purposes 
of this apportionment, the most recent ADMR figures 
provided by the New Hampshire Department of Education 
available on each February ist preceding the Annual 
District Meeting will be used. 


ARTICLE 9: SCHEDULE OF PAYMENTS 


A schedule of payments, based upon the sum of the 
apportioned shares of the pre-existing districts, for 
operational and capital expenses shall be established and 
revised as necessary by the School Board with the advice 
of the selectpersons of the towns comprising the Milan
